CORMAN BOOMS 
NO CANDIDATE 


Senator Bacon Explains the 
Stalement in His Letter 


Marylander Favors a Conservative, 
But Has No Choice as Between 
Various Conservative Dem- 
ocrate Mentioned for 
Nomination.

Washington. March 29.—(Special.)—An 
Augusta dispatch to a New York news- 
paper making reference to a letter writ- 
ten by Senator Bacon to Colone] Henry 
Casbaniss, in which the senator refers to 
@ conversation he had with Senator Gor- 
man, in which, according to this report, 
the Marylander advised the nomination 
of Judge Parker, caused a good dea! of 
comment in political circles here today. 
While it has all the time been under- 
stood by Senator Gorman’s clOse freinds 
that he is not a candidate and has not 
been, there had been no previous publica- 
tion which put him in the light of hav- 
ing come out for Parker. 


Bacon Explains Letter. 

Such a construction is generally placed 
, upon the Bacon letter based upon the ex- 
tractg published today, but while Senator 
Gorman undoubtedly inclines to the opin- 
ion that Judge Parker will be the nom- 
inee, he has steadily declined to place 
himself in the attitude of saying who 
the nominee should be, nor does he now 
undertake to do so. Senator Bacon did 
not intend to convey a contrary impres- 
sion. In speaking of hig letter to Colonel 
Cabaniss today he said: 


“In order that what is stated in that 
dispatch relative to what Senator Gor- 
man said may not be misunderstood, it 
is proper to say that the conversation 
between him and myself had reference 
solely to the conditions existing in Geor- 
gia as represented by me to him. We 
were not talking about the general cam- 
paign throughout the country, but only 
abeut that in Georgia, and Senator Gor- 
man was simply giving me his opinion 
of what would be the prudent and wise 
thing for conservative democrats in Geor- 
gia to do under the existing conditions. 
Senator Gorman made. no statement as 
to his personal preference as between the 
several gentlemen who are being spoken 
of in connection with the democratic 
nomination.” 


Gorman Not Out for Parker. 

Most of the newspaper comment upon 
the dispatch In question. was based or 
the assumption that Senator Gorman had 
come out for Parker, in the sense of 
expressing preférence for him as against 
any and alj possibilities. Senator Gorman 
is a warm persona! friend of iMr. Olney, 
and of Judge Gray, and does not want to 
be put in the attitude of expressing a 
preference. He is strongly favorable 
to the selection of conservative delega- 
tions by the various states, so as to in- 
sure the promulgation of a conservative 
democratic platform and the nomination 
of some one of the men who are repre- 
senting the conservative element in the 
party, but he desires to avOid being put 
in the attitude of expressing a choice 
as between such candidates.

T. PETERSBURG, March 29.— 
General Kuropatkin, in his 
first dispatch to the emperor 
from the scene of war, announced 


' that offensive land operations had 


taken place against the Japanese 
upon the sixth anniversary of the 
occupation of Port Arthur by the 
Russians. The operations took the 
form of a cavalry attack yesterday 
by six companies of Cossacks, led 
personally by General Mishtchenko, 
against four squadrons of Japanese 
cavalry, which the general believed 
to be beyond Chong Ju, but which 
he found to be in occupation of that 
town, 

Despite a cross fire which General 
Mishtchenko very cleverly directed 
against the enemy, he paid a tribute 
to their tenacity and their bravery, 
the Japanese only ceasing to fire 
after a combat which lasted for half 
an hour. Before the Russians could 
follow up their advance, three Japan- 
ese squadrons galloped toward the 
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town, of which two squadrons enter- 
ed, while the third was driven back 
in disorder, men and horses falling. 
FIRE SO DESTRUCTIVE 


JAPS COULDN’T ADVANCE. 
The fire maintained on the town 


was so destructive that the Japan- 
ese were unable to make an effective 
return. 

Further Japanese reinforcements 
arrived an hour later, and, in view 
of the superiority of the enemy, Gen- 
eral Mishtchenko determined to re- 
tire, doing so without embarrass- 
ment, although he carried with him 
three killed and sixteen wounded. 

General Mishtchenko’s Cossacks 
have been endeavoring for some 
days to come in contact with the 
Japanese patrols, but the latter re- 
fused to fight. 

The skirmish of today will have 
the effect of encouraging the Rus- 
sians to retard as much as possible 
the advance of the Japanese army. 

General Kuropatkin’s dispatch re- 
porting General Mishtchenko’s oper- 
ations as published does not give the 
place of its origin, but it is pre- 
sumed that the commander in chief 
is either at Liao Yang or en route 
to Niuchwang. 

GENERAL KUROPATKIN 
TELLS OF THE BATTLE. 

General Kuropatkin’s report is as 
follows: 

“IT have the honor to respectfully 
communicate to your majesty the re- 
port of General Mishtchenko, dated 
March 28, at 1 p. m., which says: - 

“‘*For three consecutive days small 
outposts attempted to draw the Japa- 
nese cavalry into action, but their 
patrol, after contact was established, 
retired behind Gong Ju, about fifty 
miles northwest of Ping Yang. 

“‘*Having learned that four squad- 


rons of the enemy were posted five 
versts beyond Chong Ju on March 
27, six companies marched toward 
Kasan and on March 28 reached 
Chong Ju at 10:30 a. m. As soon as 
our scoutg approached the town the 
enemy opened fire from behind the 
wall. Two squadrons promptly dis- 
mounted and occupied the heights six

Indianapolis, March 29.—All rivers trib- 
utary to the Wabash and Ohlo are over- 
flowing and great damage has been don® 
to farms and buildings throughout 
southern Indiana. At Vincennes thee 
danger seems greatest. Every precau- 
tion ig being taken to prevent the possi- 
ble breaking of levees. All sanitary sew- 
ers have been stopped with sand bags. 
Nearly all of the large manufacturing 
plants have been forced to close, and it 
ig thought that the city gas plant will 
be closed tonight. The electric Nght and 
power plant is also in (danger. The 
Evansville and Terre Haute railway has 
Suspended operations. 

In the White river bottoms 10,.v0 
acres of wheat are inundated, At Peters- 
burg the river Nas backed into several 
fhines, forcing them to close. Hazeltor 
has been completély isolated. 

The gauge at Evansville registers 35 
feet 8 inches. which ig ‘almost a foot 
above the danger line.

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BOTTLING UP SQUADRON 
SENT AGAINST RUSSIANS 


Admiral Togo Describes His Attempt To Block the 
Entrance to Port Arthur Harbor--Admits Road- 
stead Is Not Yet Blocked. 


Washington, March 29.—The Japanese 
legation has received from Tokio the fol- 
lowing official report made by Admiral 
Togo respecting the second attempt to 
‘bottle up’’ the Port Arthur squadron: 

About 3:30 a. m. of the 27th of March 
the “bottling up squadron,’ composed of 
four ships, escorted by a torpedo boat 
destroyer flotilla and torpedo . boat 
flotilla, reached outside of Port Arthur 
and without minding the searchlights of 
the. enemy steered straight towards the 
entrance of the harPor. At about two 
marine leagues from the entrance the 
“bottling up squadren’’ whs discovered 
by the enemy. Thereupon the shore bat- 
teries and guard ships showered hot fires 
upon the squadron, but, in spite of the 
terrific fire the ships made their way into 
the inner roadstead, one after the other. 


Jap Steamers Sail In. 

The steamer Chiyo Maru anchored at a 
position about half a cable from the 
Golden Hill, blew up itself and sunk. The 
Fukui Maru passed a little ahead of the 
Chiyo Maru by its left side, and at the 
moment when she was lowering anchor 
was shot by a torpedo from the enemy’s 
destroyer and sunk in that position. 
Hachi-Hika Maru anchored to the left of 
Fukui Maru and blew up itself and sunk. 
Yoneyama Maru, colliding with the stern 
of one of the enemy’s torpedo boat de- 
stroyers, passed between Chiyo Maru and 
Fuku! Maru and anchored in the middle 
of the roadstead. At this moment the 
ship was shot by a torpedo from the 
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enemy and, consequently, by reason of 
that torpedo she was carried toward the 
left side shore and sunk sidewise. 


Killed and Wounded. 


The result of the action being as 
above described, there'is some space left 
yet between Hachi Niko Maru and 
Yoneyama Maru. It is a matter of regret 
that the roadstead could not be com- 
pletely closed up. The casualties were ea 
follows: 

Killed— 

COMMANDER HIROSE TAKEO, one 
underofficer and two sailors. 

Seriously wounded— 

Sub Lieutenant Shimada. 

S:ightly wounded— 

Lieutenant Masaki, Engineer Kurita and 
six sailors. 

The remainder were safely taken in by 
our torpedo boat destroyer flotilla and 
torpedo boat flotilla. 

Of the torpedo boat flotilla, the Aodaka 
and the Tsubame, while escorting the 
“bottling u squadron’ and at about ons 
mile from the entrance of Port Arthur, 
engaged in a fight with one destroyer of 
the enemy and inflicted serious damage 
on her. The enemy’s ship retreated, rais- 
ing an enormous column of steam, as if 
her boiler was broken. 

When all the members of the “bottling 
up squadron”’ had been taken in and our 
boats withdrew to the outside of the 
harbor, a ship which appeared like one 
of the enemy’s was seen at the foot of 
—— Hill utterly incapable of naviga- 
tion. 

Although both our destroyer flotilia and 
torpedo boat flotilla were subjected to 
terrific firing from the enemy until the 
dawn come, not the s:ightest damage was 
done to any of the boats. 
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points of a Japanese attack and the Rus- 
sians are considered quifé within their 
rights in taking the necessary steps to 
previent ypossible Japanese aggression. 
At the Japanese legation the Russian 
proclamafion of martial law at Niu- 
chwang waS thought to be rather favor- 
able to Japan than otherwise, as it elim- 
inates any possible protest on the part 
of other powers in the event of an at- 
tack on Nittthwang by Japan. 


Attitude of United States. 
Washington, March 29.—Minister Con- 
ger has cabled tne state department from 
Pekin that the Russion authorities have 
declared martial law at Niuchwang and 
have formally notified all foreigners. Mr. 
Conger's mé@ssage makes no reference

to the reported hauling down of foreign 
flags by the Russians, The officials here ‘ 
assume that if this has been donc it 
simply means [that the Russians Dave 
assumed the responsibility for the pr0- 
tection of Sorelgn. property belonging to 
the belligerents and that no effort will 
be made to imterfere with the consular 
flags. Nor does Mr. Conger refer to the 
reported notice from the Russian author- 
ities at Niuchwang to the consuls that 
they may no longer exerciSe consular 
jurisditiction and consular functions, 
especially extra territorial jurisdic- 
tion. It is said that if any- such 
action has been taken it will raise a 
very serious question, for the consuls 
exercise fRielr power in this treaty port 
under treaty stipulatiédn with a sovereign 
power which is not party to the war.

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RUSSIANS BEATEN

An engage 
ment ensued. 

“In the town a company of infantry 
and a squadron of cavalry were lying 
in ambush. Our men were re-inforced 
by three companies and attacked the 
Japanese with a cross fire. Notwith- 
standing’ this, and our commanding 
position, the Japanese gallantly held 
their ground, and {t was only after a 
fieree fight of a half hour’s duration 
that the Japanese ceased firing and 
pought refuge in the houses. The 
Japanese hoisted the Red Cross flag 
at two points. 


JAPANESE SQUADRONS 
COME AT RAPID SPEED. 
“Soon afterwards three squadrons 


of the enemy were seen advancing 
along the Kasan road at full gallop to- 
ward the town, which two of the 
squadrons succeeded in entering, 
while the third fell back in disorder 
under repeated volleys from our 
troops. A number of men and horses 
were seen to fall. 

“‘For an hour afterward our com- 
panies continued to fire on the Japa- 
nese in the town, preventing them 
from leaving the streets and houses. 

“‘An hour and a half after the be- 
ginning of the engagement four com- 
panies were seen on the Kasan road, 
hastening to the attack. I gave the 
order to mount, and the entire force, 
with a covering squadron, advanced in 
perfect order and formed in line be 
hind the hill. The wounded were 
placed in front and the retirement 
was carried out with the deliberation 
of a parade. 

“‘The Japanese squadron, which 
was thrown into disorder, was evi 
dently unable to occupy the hill which 
we had just evacuated, and their in- 
fantry arrived too late. 

“‘The detachment protecting our 
rear guard arrived quietly at Kasan, 
where we halted for two hours in 
order to give attention to our wound- 
ed. At 9 p. m. our force reached 
Noo-San.

AS SECRETARY 


Burton Harrison, Friend of 
Confederacy’s President, 
Dead in Washington. 


Washington, March 29.—Burton Nor- 
ville Harrtson, a lawyer of New York and 
husband of Mrs. Burton Harrison, the 
authoress, and father of Congressman 
Harrison, of New York city, died here 
tonight, aged 65 years. 

Death resulted from a general break- 
down due partly to old age, Mr. Harri- 
Son was born in New Orleans and grad- 
uated from Yale in 1859. During the 
war Mr. Harrison was private secretary 
to Jefferson Davis, the president of the 
southern confederacy, remaining with him 
in the relation of almost a son as well 
as a secretary to the end of the war. 
He shared in the capture of Mr. Davis 
rather than foresake his fortunes at their 
fall. When Mr. Davis was carried to 
Fort Monroe for imprisonment, Mr. Har- 
risoOn was sent to prison in Washington, 
and finally sent to Fort Delaware, where 
re remained in solitary confinement until 
1866, when he was réjeased. Mr. Harri- 
son during the latter months of his im- 
prisonment studied law, and later went 
into the office of former Judge Fuller- 
ton, in New York, where he has since 
continued in the practice. 

Mr. Harrison was a prominent club man 
in New York. He was secretary to May- 
or Wickham, of New York, and was 
largely instrumental in the prosecution 
of the Tweed ring. He married Miss 
Constance Cary, of Virginia. His sur- 
viving sons are Congressman Harrison,

Washington, March 29.—For the want 
of speakers, general] debate on the sundry 
appropriation bill in the houge today 
was closed several hours before the

Seventy-five pages were disposed of, 
the important amendment adopted being 
one providing for an initial appropria- 
tion of $600,000 for the completion of 
the capitol buildimg, according to the 
original design. 

Mr. Campbell, of Kansas, and Mr. Wil- 
liams, of Illinois, were the principal 
speakers today. The former defending 
the protective policy of the republican 
party and the latter denouncing the re- 
publicans for failure to investigate the 
postoffice department. 

Williams Arraigns Republicans. 

Mr. Williams declared the failure of the 
republicans to investigate the postoffice 
department “has made the public scan- 
dals of this administration a very im- 
portant 4ssue in the next campaign.”

“What conclusion,” he inquired, ‘‘can 
the people come to except that you are 
afraid an _ investigation wil] uncover 
new crimes that will cast more reflec- 
tions upon the administration?” 

If, said Mr, Williams, he had to select 
an issue upon which al] democrats could 
unite, he would say: 

“Roosevelt must be defeated.” 

He referred to the characterization of

MUST OBSERVE 
SALARY LIMIT 


Life of Minor Leagues De- 
pends on Its Obser- 
vance, 


—— 


“The life of a minor league depends on 
Strict adherence to the salary limit and 
a policy of fair play towards each other 
among the managers of the league clubs.” 

This is the opinion of Tim Murnane, 
now in Atlanta with the Boston Amer- 
icans. Murnane is deeply interested in 
minor league baseball, and is well known 
as the president of the New England 
League, and a most widely known sport- 
ing writer. 

“Up in the New England League,” said 
he yesterday in the course of a dispute 
Over the salary limit in which Charlie 
Frank took an important part, ‘‘the sal- 
ary limit is strictly kept, and the observ- 
ance of this limit accounts for the suc- 
cess of the league. Every now and then 
some one of the clubs went a little over 
the limit, never, however, over $200. 
but in each case the offending club was 
called down sharply, and immediately. 

“You all say that in the Southern 
League Charlie Frank, in New Orleans, 
has a team which is far over the salary 
limit. Still this Is a matter of doubt, 
and I do not believe that he will exceed 
it. 

‘For there is too heavy a penalty at- 
tached to its violation, and it {Is too 
easy to prove that a club is over the 
salary HMmit. If a player makes com- 
plaint against his club and proves his 
charge he receives this release, and the 
club is fined $500. 

“And it is not such a hard thing for 
a man to prove that the club is over 
the salary HNmit. If a man is a good 
Player it is very likely that he will be 
wanted by some other club in a larger 
league, and if he recelves money on the 
side outside of the terms provided for 
in his regular contract he can prove this 
éagily, secure his release and join the 
club to which he wants to go. 

‘If the clubs play square with each 
other and send in their contracts to Far- 
rell, he will call them down if they ex- 
ceed the salary Hmit. 

‘Phere is only one way for clubs down 
here in the Southern League to thrive. 
The managers must work together, and 
deal squarely with each other. There 
are a number of cities in your league that 
are too small to pay big salaries. One 
club starts paying big salaries, the next 
club goes them one better, and the next 
thing that happens is—the dissolution of 
the league. Besides this when a club 
whose plavers are getting big salaries 
comes to a city where the players are 
getting smaller salaries they tell the 
other players about it, and they become 
dissatisfied. 

‘It is rather unfortunate that a city 
as large as New Orleans should be a 
minor league club, when the city is so 
large, but it cannot be helped, and each 
club must stick down to the salary limit. 
“As to the Clarke matter, if the di- 
rectors of the Southern League give the 
man to Atlanta, the man will go to At- 
lanta. It is up to your directors.”’

The democrats in the committee 
made a hard fight for congressional in- 
vestigation, but all the republicans Jined 
up against it, even Chairman Penrose, who 
himself introduced the first resolution 
providing for such ‘Investigation. The 
party lash has whipped -him into line. 
All of the democrats voted for the in- 
vestigation. They will carry the fight 
to the floor of the senate when the post- 
office appropriation bill reaches there. 

The committee also amended the house 
provision relative to the pay of rural free 
delivery carriers. The house refused to 
permit these carriers to act as agents 
for newspapers and other publications or 
to carry parcels. The senate committee 
amended this by permitting them to act 
as agents by taking dnd forwarding sub- 
scriptions to newspapers and other pub- 
lications, and to carry parcels when ask- 
ed to do so by persons residing along their 
routes. 


ARCHITECTURE IN SENATE. 
Spirited Debate in Regard to Execu- 
tive Department Building. 
Washington, March 29.—The bill author- 
izing the erection of an additional execu- 
tive department building in Washington 
was again today the subject-of spirited 
debate in the senate, and it was before

BREWER URGES 
CIVIC PURITY 


He Wants All Good Citizens 
To Enlist Under That 
Banner. 


Chicago, March 29.—‘‘Waste no time or 
strength over trivial differences concern- 
ing modes and methods. Enlist under 
the single banner of civic purity, right- 
eousness and obedience to law. Enlist 
not for One campaign only, but for the 


war.”’ 

So spoke Justice David J. Brewer, of 
the United States supreme court, in an 
address here tonight under the auspices 
of the Municipal Lecture Association. 
His theme was “Obedience to Law, the 
First Civic Duty,” and ‘his discourse 
was listened to by an audience that filled 


the auditorium. 

Judge Krewer’s subject was “Obedience 
to Law the First Civic Duty.’’ He spoke 
in part as follows: 

“The slums of a city are a constant 
danger. Cleanliness jis next to godliness. 
There is a great difference between the 
clean dirt of the prairie and the filthy 
dirt of an alley. Vice and crime lurk in 
the latter. A bath is the severest punish- 
ment of a.tramp. If you can once clean 
the homes;of a city you will do away 
with much of its vice and crime. This 
Opens a broad range of inquiry, but J 
must forbeir entering it. Others will no 
doubt discuss at length this feature of 
city life and the best means of removing 
the evil. --ardon me, however, if I 
refer to one thing which I vainly urged 
upon public attention forty years ago, 
and that is the compulsory reservation 
in the beginnings of city life of certain 
portions of ground for public uses. Many 
states and territories have statutes pro- 
viding for the platting of cities and ad- 
ditions to cities. Such official platting is 
a privilege and a benefit to the land 
owner who wishes to convert his prairie 
into city ground and sell by the lot 
instead of by the acre. 

‘What a blessing to the future Ife of 
the cities it would 
granting such privilege of official platting 
required as a condition thereof, or of 
receiving any privileges for city 
government, with its advantages 
of a public supply of water and 
light, that. the owner be compelled to 
dedicate not only ground for streefs and 
alleys, but also blocks for public uses. 
When land is bought at $1.25 per acre 
it is very little burden to compel --. 
seeking to avail himself of the benefit 
of a statute designed to assist In trans- 
forming his farm into city lots, to donate 
ten or twenty acres thereof to public 
uses, the location to be designated by 
the officials of the county. 

“Yet such a donation, one for which 
he would receive abundant compensa- 
tion in the official platting of his ground, 
would mean for the future of that city 
not merely places for school houses and 
other public buildings, but also small 
parks for the crowded inmates of city 
tenements. Only of late are the cities 
wakening to the blessing and the need 
of parks and other breathing places 
within their limits, and thousands of dol- 
lars are paid to secure grounds therefor, 
grounds which a wise forecast of the fu- 
ture would have secured long ago with- 
out cost. 

Praises Folk and Roosevelt. 

“Often police regu:ations are burden- 
some and annoying, sometimes perhaps 
really unnecessary, but, as President 
Grant said, the best way to deal 
a bad law is to strictly enforce 
it be a bad law. public sentiment wf 
soon repeal it. We cannot be too urgent 
in our insistence that ajl violations of 
law, whether the minor police regulations 
of the city or the graver and more 
serious statutes of a state or the nation 
shall be strictly enforced by all officials 
charged with the duty of enforcing 
them. In that way we impress wpon all 
the significance of law and the necessity 


of ohedience.

March has some 
proverbs to its credit that are as 
tine in their way as the remarks of 
the amateur scientists. One is to 
the effect that the month comes in 
like a lion and goes out like a lamb. 
This statement is the invention of 
a man who was caught in a tornado 
in Jamaica, who after freezing for 
three days, was roasted the rest of 
the week. 

But, as we have said, patience is 
the word! The first full moon in 
April cannot last always, and we are 
perhaps suffering its worst effects a 
day or two earlier than usual. Then, 
too, there are those famous weather 
people, who after spending the win 
ter in Florida and Cuba, need a lit- 
tle touch of cold to refresh them. 
They are the ones who declare that 
winter is the most delightful season 
in the year—when they can get away 
trom its effects, and they reaily mean 
what they say. For their sakes, there- 
fore, let us try to put up with what 
is disagreeable. 

For the pleasant weather will come, 
and when it does come it will be all 
the more enjoyable for the buffet- 
ings that winter and spring have 
given us.

It is all in the game, 
and those who propose to play it out 
must submit to the rules. After 
awhile spring’s tantrums will be 
over, and then the hot weather club 
will be able to enter on a period of 
unalloyed enjoyment, with nothing 
much to disturo the comfort of the 
members save the presence of the fat 
man with a fan. 

No doubt the general public is of 
the opinion that the fat man with 
a fan enjoys winter weather. But 
this is a mistake. He goes about dur- 
ing the celd weather with his body 
swathed in flannels, and at night he 
growls until he has enough cover 
over him to smother an ordinary 
mortal. If he is a member of a fish- 
ing club, as he usually is, he rushes 
off to Florida with a suit case full of 
bottles containing bait, and there he 
stays until he thinks the worst is 
over. 

When apring comes he is not in 
evidence, but let a warm day surprise 
the public, and out he comes with 
his palm leaf fan and a hat that looks 
like a hornet’s nest, puffing and blow- 
ing, and declaring that he never saw 
such weather in all his experience, 
when the truth is he couldn’t tell 
you what he had for breakfast the 
second Sunday in December. It is a 
marvel hew people who make a habit 
of complaining can manage to live 
so long—how they manage to exist 
under so many climatic difficulties; 
but it is a simple fact that the man 
with a fan, and the hat like a hornet’s 
nest, was uttering his complaints 
to the four winds long before the 
war, and he will be in evidence long 
after your grandchildren have been 
gathered to their fathers.

As to the Parker Clubs. 

We publish elsewhere today a com- 
munication from Hon. H. M. Dorsey, 
president of the Parker Club of Geor- 
gia, organized more than two weeks 
ago primarily through the active ef- 
forts of Mr. Dorsey and the club’s 
secretary, Mr. W. G Waddell. 

Mr. Dorsey’s communication is 
proémpted by an editorial expression 
in yesterday’s Constitution, showing 


the danger of divided effort among 


the Parker forces, and predicting that 
if the two state Parker clubs are to 
conflict, instead of -cooperate, the 
state may be losg to Parker. 

The Constitution refrained from 
any effort to fix the blame upon 
either one or the other of the two 
clubs for any apparent antagonism, 
but deplored the existing breach. It 
is for this reason that President Dor- 
sey is prompt to respond, in the de- 
sire to eliminate the organization 
over which he presides from any re- 
sponsibility for the friction, real or 
apparent, which has arisen. 

It cannot be denied that the organ- 
ization for which Mr. Dorsey speaks 
was thoroughly organized. and at 
work for Judge Parker before any 
other similar organization was even 
contemplated. Nor can it be denied 
that had active organization not been 
effected the Parker element could 
not have successfully combatted the 
forces that have been assiduously or- 
ganizing from other quarters for the 
past six months. Every one knows 
that Georgia was organized against 
Parker, and something had to be 
done to meet organization with or- 
ganization or the state was lost. It 
was at this juncture that Messrs. 
Dorsey and Waddell, two bold and in- 
trepid young democrats in direct 
touch with Mr. Parker’s New York 
headquarters, undertook the work of 
mobilizing the Parker forces. They 
promptly met with overwhelming re 
sponse and it is, of course, to be re- 
gretted that at this juncture another 
organization was interposed. 

Even should there be no real an- 
tagonism, the purpose can easily be 
misrepresented and the Parker 
forces are weakened by the discus- 


sion, 
Again we say, therefore, that some- 


thing ought to be done to relieve the 
strain. Instead of helping matters, 
the organization of the second Parker 
club has apparently produced a con- 
tention which will weaken the whole 
movement, and already the _ anti- 
Parker forces are gloating over the 


situation. 
It is not too late yet to undo what 


has been done, and the sooner the 
work of harmony building is wnder- 
taken the better it. will be for all con- 
cerned. 

The Swayne Case. 

The Constitution has, of course, nc 
intention of prejudicing the case of 
Judge Charles Swayne, of the United 
States district court. Tue charges 
against Judge Swayne have been 
printed in details in these col- 
umns, as has the defense which 
Judge Swayne’s friends have ad- 
vauced. The judiciary committee 
of the house of representatives, by 
a majority vote, has decided that 
these charges are of a sufficiently 
grave character, and are sufficiently 
sustained by the evidence submitted 
to its subcommittee, to warrant im- 
peachment proceedings, and the case 
will in all probability be soon carried 
in solemn form to the senate which, 
under the constitution, is the proper 
tribunal to pass upon it. It will be 
for the senate to say whether a case 
has been made out against Judge 
Swayne. 

But there are some phases of the 
case which may properly be referred 
to. One of these is the outrageous 
attempt of such discredited old polit- 
ical hacks as ex-Senator Chandler, of 
New Hampshire, and ex-Senator An- 
thony Higgins, of Delaware, to preju- 
dice. the case by raising the cry of po- 
litical persecution, hoping they may 
thereby align the republicans on the 
side of Judge Swayne, who seems to 
be a political protege of these two 
worthies, and in this way to prevent 
the adoption of impeachment resolu- 
tion by the house. Small wonder that 
this Chandler-Higgins act has raised 
a storm of criticism on the republican 
side of the house! Republican mem- 
bers do not hesitate to pronounce it 
an insult to the entire house, and it 
is. The only certain result of such 
tactics on the part of Judge Swayne’s 


triends will be to injure his case. 
Whatever their individual opinions 


concerning Judge Swayne’s guilt or 
innocence, the republicans of the 
house of representatives cannot af- 
ford to stand in the way of a trial. 
They could not afford to do this un- 
der ordinary circumstances; still less 
can they when they must now go to 
the country charged with the respon- 
sibility of preventing the further in- 
vestigation into the postoffice depart- 
ment, whose rottenness has been par- 
tially disclosed, They will have suf- 
ficient difficulty meeting this charge 
to the satisfaction of the people with- 
out assuming the additional burden of 
providing a defense for preventing an 


| investigation of a federal judge charg- 


ed with impeachable offenses.

& question beyond its reach. The coun- 
try at large may not agree with it. 

Strangely enough, it does not seem 
to have occurred to Governor Bul- 
lock that the real] reason for the elec- 
tions committee’s non-action in the 
premises lies in the modest disincli- 
nation of the congress of the United 
States te attempt to overrule the 
United States supreme court. We ad- 
mit such modesty would have been 
astonishing and altogether unpardon- 
able in 1870, when the party of force 
and monstrous degradation in the 
south was so “firm and fearless in 
maintaining its political principles”— 
principles—God save the mark! 

Moreover, the republican congress 
of that good old reconstruction year, 
which Governor Bullock lauds for 
refusing seats to Georgia senators 
and representatives because the legis- 
lature of their state had denied seats 
to certain alleged members-elect of 
color, did not have the light of a 
United States supreme court decision 
on the constitutionality of some of 
the revolutionary acts of congress, 
following Appomattox, touching the 
negro. The fifteenth amendment, 
subsequently adopted, remained un- 
challenged, and the southern states 
allowed quite a quarter of a century 
for radicalism unconfined to give the 
negro his period of tutelage in the 
school of American citizenship. 

How well the negro has improved 
his legitimate political opportunities, 
let the recent republican state con- 
vention which met in the state house 
at Atlanta attest. Governor Bullock, 
thanks to the restraining presence of 
a city police sergeant and his squad, 
was able to raise his voice amid the 
riotous babble of his bellicose black 
and: tan brother partisans and intro- 
duce a resolution calling upon con- 
gress to do the very thing he chides 
it in The Tribune for not doing—i. e., 
overrule the United States supreme 
court. Georgia as the ex-governor 
says in the same communication, 
“has no color line as to voting, no 
‘grandfather clause’ or similar subter- 
fuge to eliminate the negro vote, and 
congress has no more right to inter- 
fere with our internal affairs than 
with those of New York state.” No; 
and in the state of Georgia, where 
the negro enjoys all this political 
freedom, he is content to allow his 
political responsibilities to end with 
letting a few pie-greedy, self-consti- 
tuted leaders get together every four 
years fora regularold Santo Domingo 
of a time in selecting delegates to the 
republican national convention and 
chief piemen for the possible subse- 
quent hand-out. 

It was not until the negro had dem- 
onstrated his utter unfitness to fulfill 
the responsible suffrage privilege of 
citizenship, that certain states of the 
south determined to rise above the 
three shameful decades of civic deg- 
radation and humillation and base 
suffrage upon a wholesome educa- 
tional qualification. They might have 
shut out this reprehensible vote by 
fixing a property qualification, as 
Rhode Island has done, or by placing 
the sole discretion as to moral eligi- 
bility in the precious hands of a 
board of town selectmen, as Vermont 
and other New England states have 
done, but they thought it would be 
more creditable and logical to just 
government to base suffrage upon 
the sound principle embodied in the 
Roman motto, “Education is the life. 
blood of liberty.” 


Nobody can say that the south did 
not lie under this black stigma for a 
generation with remarkable self-re- 
straint, and when, thus tardily, it 
sought to assert its self-respect by 
amending its state constitutions to 
purify the ballot and elevate citizen- 
ship, nobody familiar with the basal 
principles of local self-government 
and the better spirft of the American 
people was surprised that, upon sey- 
eral tests, the United States supreme 
court sustained the dction of the 
states that had amended their consti- 
tutions accordingly, or that the fair, 
conservative sentiment of the whole 
republic applauded the necessary 
step. 

The country at large agrees with 
the house elections committee in hes- 
itating to do so foolish a thing as fly 
in the face of the constitution of the 
United States and fhe deliberate de- 
cision of the United States supreme 
court. The whole matter is a closed 
incident, so far as the fifteenth 
amendment’s scope and power is con- 
cerned, and with this the right-think- 
ing and peace-loving people of the 
United States are well satisfied

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STATE GOSSIP CAUGHT 


t IN CAPITOL CORRIDORS 
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Y the end of next week all of the 

Georgia state troops will have been 

fully equipped with uniforms, arms 
ana accoutremets, and will have 
everything that is suppiled to the sol- 
diers of the regular army with the ex- 
ception of overcoats. 

This work ot arming and equipping all 
the state troops hag been going on for 
the last eighteen months, and now with 
the exception of a few companies of thse 
Fifth regiment, infantry, all of which 
ere in Atlanta, a complete line of equip 
ment has been furnished to the troops 
of the state. There has been sOme delay 
in getting the khaki coats for some of 
the companies and this is the principal 
article that hag not yet been supplied. 
When these have been distributed, every 
infantryman in the State will have two 
uniforms, a dress and a service uniform. 

These arms, uniforms and equipment 
have been furnished for the troops by 
the Unite@ Stat@s government, at a cost 
in the case of Georgia, of more than 
$200,000. The uniforms and equipments 
for the Georgia trdeps, exclusive Of the 
<uns, were valued at $115,000, while the 
Krag-Jorgensen rifles for abou’ 5,600 men 
come to more than $85,000. These new 
rifles have already been distributed to 
all the troops. 

Another appropriation will be made 
for the state troops by the United States 
during the present session of congress, 
and out of this forthcoming fund it is 
proposed to equip all the troops of the 
state with overcoats. They will then 
be supplied with everything tat is pos- 
sessed by a soldier in the regular arm). 
The Gédrgia state troops are now bettéet 
equipped than they have ever been be- 
fore, and the inspection now in progress 
Shows they are, generally, in a better 
condition in every respect, 


Georgia Railroad Tax Case. 

Attorney “General John C. Hart has 
agreed with counsel represénting the 
Touisville and Nashville railroad to have 
the hearing in the Georgia railroad tax 
case before Judge W. T. Newman in 
the United States court on Thursday, 
May 12. 

This case ig an important one, both 
to the railroad company and the state. 
The Georgia railroad claims, or rather 
the claim is made by the Louisville ani 
Nashville, which leases the Georgia, that 


under its charter it is @feMpt ffom all 
taxation ith thd €Xteption of one-half 
of 1 per Gest On its net income. The 
stat@ claims that this exemption applies 
only to the capifal stock of the Georgia 
Railroad Company at its par value or 
$4,200,000. The Georgia railroad recené- 
ly returned its phySical property to 
Comptroller General W. A. Wright at 
$6,000,000. This does not includa its 
franchise. The state claim's that the 
Georgia road should pay taxes on the 
excess of value above the par value of 
its acpital sfock, and also on it, fran- 
chise. 

It is probable that the case wil] be 
submitted to Judge Newman on an agreed 
statement of facts and he will simply 
decide the law in the case. In anv 
event, an appeal is probable. The Louis-

HARMONY TOCOME 
IN PARKER RANKS 


|Plans Are Being Discussed for 


United Action, 


Not a Merger But a Harmonious As- 
sociation of the Two Clubs Is 
Expected—Agreement Will 
Probably Be Reached 
Today. 


Plans are on foot looking to harmoni- 
ous action on the part of the two Geor- 
gia Parker clubs Organized in Atlanta, 
and it is more than likely that some 
thing definite will be done.in this direc- 
tion today. 

The matter ‘was discussed at some 
length yesterday between leaders of 
both the clubs, and it its understood a 
plan was arrived at which it is thought 
will be agreeable to both sides. This plan 
does not contemplate the merger of the 
two clubs, so that each will maintain its 
identity, but it does contemplate practi- 
cally a combination of the working forces 
with one executive committeé and the 
same headquarters. : 

Judge A. L. Miller, of Macon, president 
of the second Parker club, will be in the 
city tdéday, and then the matter will be 
gone over thoroughly between both par- 
ties at interest. Pending some final ac- 
tion in the matter the leaders of both 
clubs refused tp discuss what had been 
done. 

Both clubs have their headquarters at 
the Kimbal]) house, and yesterday a 
number of signs and banners made their 
appearance. Down in the lobby of the 
Kimball and just over the clerk’s desk 
is a huge banner hearing the inscription 
“Headquarters Alton B. Parker Club of 
Georgia, Rooms 110 and 112." Smaller 
signs bearing the same inscription are 
found in the hallway on the second floor, 
indicating the way to the rooms occu- 
pied. Upon the corner of the Kimball, 
covering the small piazza railing which 
is just outside the first Parker club’s 
headquarters, is the large banner of the 
second Parker club, Searing the inscrip- 
tion “Headquarters Afton B. Parker 
Democratic Club of Georgia. Rooms 114 
and 116.” Smaller placards inside bear 
the same inscription. The first Parker 
club is preparing to have an img*nse 
banner stretched outside upon the wall 
of the Kimball. 

Card from President Dorsey. 

President Hugh ‘M. Dorsey, of the Al- 
ton B. Parker Club of Georgia, has writ- 
ten the following card relative to The 
Constitution’s editorial of yesterday 
morning: 

‘““‘xditor Constitution—I read with inter- 
est the editorial in this morning’s Con- 
stitution with reference to the attitude 
of the Alton B. Parker Club of Georgia, 
organized several weeks ago, and the re- 
cent Parker club organized at the Pied- 
mont hotel caucus last Saturday, and I 
cordially approve the position assumed 
by The Constitution in the editorial re- 
ferred to. A political club is merely 
an aggregation of indiViduals who or- 
ganize to obtain the benefit of intelligent 
and concerted action and to more easily 
attain an end which, if capable of ac- 
complishment at all by individual and 
independent action, could only be secured 
by much waste of energy and effort. 

“Tne purpose of the Alton B. Parker 
Club of Georgia is to secure the nomi- 
nation of Judge Parker by the national 
democratic convention, and its immediate 
object is the selection of a Parker dele- 
gation from ‘the state of Georgia. This 
purpose was made clear to the public 
immediately following the announcement 
of the organization of the club. Every 
adherent to the cause of Judge Parker 
in Georgia and every democrat in this 
state who hulds the interest of the party 
above his own personal ambition had an 
opportunity to join the Alton B. Parker 
Club of Georgia by merely enrolling his 
name upon the list of its membership, 
the club having extended a public invita- 
tion to all democrats in Georgia, without 
Other limitation than loyalty to the in- 
terest of Judge Parker.

‘The existence of this state of facts leads 
inevitably to one of two conclusions, 
first, that the ca.cus was really intended 
to lend aid to secure the defeat of Judge 
Parker and the nomination of Mr. Cleve- 
land, either by fomenting strife in the

Javenile Court. 
The following statistics were used by 
Mrs. Robert Emory Park in a Short and

an’s Club Monday afternoon on the sub- 
ject of a juvenile court. The City Fed- 
eration, of which Mrs. Park is president, 
took the initiative in this movement im- 
mediately after the meeting of the na- 
tional convention of charities and cor- 
rection, in this city last spring. 

The figures quoted by Mrs. Park are 
from other cities on the probation sys- 
tem and juvenile courts. 

The system was adopted by Massachu- 
setts in 1878, 26 years ago; in Chicago 
in 1899; New Jerseye in 1890. In i90I 
fifteen out of twenty-five of the larger 
cities of the United States were employ- 
igg the system and ten of the most im- 
portant states had made it a state usage. 

“In every state and city the results 
have been most favorable—not one re- 
ports against it. The judge of the juve- 
nile court in the city of Indianapolis in 
a personal appeal to thé city of Atlanta 
to provide some such methods for juvenile 
Offenders says: 

“Have a juvenile court with a probation 
Officer, if you can; but in any case do 
not fail to have a probation officer! No 
community should be without one.”’ 

In Philadelphia from July 1901 to May, 
1902, (ten months), 1378 cases were 
brought before the juvenile court. Of this 
1,378 only 56 were sent to the house of 
refuge. All the rest (1,322), were re- 
turned to their own homes or put in other 
homes under care. Of that number (1,322) 
only 33 were ever seen in court again. 

“The commissioner of the United States 
Prison Association says that of the pro- 
bationed in that city, 95 per cent are 
not seen in court again. 

“Before probation in Chicago an av- 
erage of 575 boys rested in jail each 
year. Since probation the average has 
been ten boys each year resting in county 
jail. Afl others were turned over to 
probation officers and disposed of satis- 
factorily by them.

QUEEN SAILS 
TO MEET KAISER 


Margherita of Italy and Wil- 
liam-of Germany Meet 
on High Seas, 


Rome, March 29.—The meeting between 
the dowager Queen Margherita and Em- 
peror William, which it semed as if the 
elements were determined to prevent, 
took place today. 

Queen Margherita, although the weath- 
er was threatening, left Rome at an early 
hour by special train for Terraina, where 
an automobile was in waiting. Going 
swiftly to Gaeta, the queen enjoyed an 
exhilarating rush through the country, 
the trip being accomplished without inci- 
dent. At Gaeta she toarded the Italian 
battle ship Re Umberto, named after her 
deceased husband, and went to meet Em- 
peror William, who was on his way from 
Naples to Gaeta on board the imperial 
yacht Hohenzollern. The two ships thus 
met out at sea. The scene. was pictur- 
esque, as many flags fluttered gaily in 
the air, the crews cheered and the bands 
played the national anthems of Italy and 
Germany. Emperor William immediately 
boarded the Re Umberto and after an 
hour’s chat the queen accompanied him 
on board the Hohenzollern, where they 
had lunch. 

The queen was heard fo say as she left 
the Hohenzollern for the Re Umberto: 

‘“‘Now I have detenmined to visit Ger- 
many.” 

To which Emperor William replied: 

“As a friend, I hope you do.,’’

Notwithstanding some sensational re- 
ports to the contrary, Local Forecaster 
Marbury believes that little or no damage 
was done to the fruit crop in Georgia. 
In the first place, the development of the 
trees has been held back by the cold 
weother of the early part of the year and 
in the second™place there was enough 
wind Tuesday. night to keep the air in 
circulation. The first part of the night 
was rather still, but later the wind 
freshened up and blew at a rate of from 
8 to 15 miles an hour. 

Ip to yesterday afternoon Forecaster 
Marbury said that he had not received 
any reports of damage from official 
sources. This would seem to contradict 
the sensational] statement to the effect 
that the fruit crop in the norhern part of 
the state ‘had been damaged to the point 
of ruin and that the trees {In the southern 
part of the state had suffered so severely 
as to ruin one-fourth of the crop. Mr. 
Marbury sald that so far as the southern 
part of the state was concerned, he could 
not see how any great amount of damage 
could have resulted. for there was no 
point south of Macon which had reported 
colder weather than 40 degrees and with 
the air kept in circulation by fresh winds, 
very little or no damage should have been 
caused. 

“Of course,” he continued, ‘“‘the fruit 
men will not feel that they are out of the 
woods for some time yet. Freezing weath- 
er has visited Atlanta as late as April] 10.

That said Swayne, by 
reason Of his absence from the state, fa!l- 
ed to hold the term of court which should 
have been held at Tallahassee in the fall 
of the year 1902, during the months of 
November or December. 

Specification 12. That the said Charles 
Swayne has been guilty of conduct unbe- 
coming an upright judge, in that he has 
procured as indorsers on his note, for the 
rurpose of borrowing money, attorneys 
and litigants having cases pending in his 
court. 

Specification 13. That the said Charles 


| 


Swayne has been guilty of maladministra- 
tion in the affairs of the conduct of his 
office; that he has discharged people con- 
victed of crime in his court. Illustration, 
case of Alonzo Love, convicted in the year 
1902, of perjury. 

The facts proved by the testimony bear- 
ing upon the several specifications are 
feund to be as follows: 

As to Swayne’s Residence. 

First, as to the evidence of Judge 
Swayne’s residence in his district: Judge 
Charles Swayne was appointed district 
judge of the United States for the 
northern district of Florida in 1890. At 
that time the boundaries of the district 
included St. Augustine, where he resided. 
In the year 1894 the boundaries of the 
district were changed by an 
1894 to 1908. His testimony is rather 
in the nature of a series of excuses for 
not having it. He says he authorized his 
clerk to look for a house in Pensacola; 
that he spoke to a bank cashier about 
being registered; that he was always 
ready to go back to his district when 
needed; that he was called to ho:d court 
elsewhere; that other southern judges 
go north in the summer season. All this 
does not excuse Judge Swayne for non- 
compliance w:th a highly penal statute. 
It ill becomes a judge to set up excuses 
for disobeying the law. After the Florida 
legisiature had acted and passed the 
condemnatory resolution, upon which 
this proceeding is founded, he apparently 
awoke to the fact that his plain duty in 
respect to residing in the district nad 
been neglected. His wife purchased a 
house in Pensacola. The evidence does 
not show that he ever even lived in that 
house. This statute is as binding upon 
Judge Swayne as any other law upon 
the statute book. If he may violate this 
act with impunity he ought to be al- 
lowed exemption from obedience to all 
laws. 

It may Happen that one may have two 
places of residence, in one of which he 
resides during one portion of the year, 
in the other during the remaining por- 
tion. In such case the place Where he 
happens to be constitutes his residence 
80 long he is there, and ceases to be 
such as soon as he leaves for the otner 
place. (Ibid., 699 Walcott v. Bolfield, ! 
Kay, 534; 18 Jurist, 570; Stout v. Leon- 
ara, 37.N. J. L., 4092).. 

In the case of the People v. Owen, 29 
Colorado, 535, it was held that when a 
statute requires a district judge to re: 
side in his district the residence contem- 
plate@ was an actual ag distinguished 
from a legal or constructive residence. 


A Judge Ignorant of Law. 


Bearing in mind that Judge Swayne is 
presumed to be learned in the law, and 
that he is fully aware of what is needful 
to enable a man to gain a legal resi- 
dence and also to maintain an actual 
residence in a given place, it is apparent 
that he does not claim that, prior to 
1903, he had either gained a legal or 
maintained an actual residence in the 
northern district of Florida. His testi- 
mony is prolific of reasons why he did 
not do so. 

There was no place {n the northern dis- 
trict of Florida where jegal service of 
process could have been made on Judge 
Swayne during the ten months of each 


year when he was absent from the state. 


act from” 


ground. If he has persistently and con- 
tinuously evaded and refused to obey this 
law, according to its plain intent, as the 
committee find from the testimony, then 
he should be impeached and sent before 
the triers. 

Your committee can see no reason for 
overlooking or excusing his default. The 
law itself measures the grade of Judge 
Swayne’s offense. It is a high misde- 
meanor. For that, by the express words 
of the constitution, he is impeachable. It 
is not for the house of representatives to 
seek for excuses exonerating a judge for 
a plain violation of statutory laws, but 
to urge him before the tribunal fixed 
for the trial and let him abide the conse- 
quences of his act. If the senate chooses 
to regard his excuses and exempt him 
from just punishment, the house will 
have done its duty to the people, and 
responsibility for miscarriage of justice 
will rest elsewhere. 

The Case of E. T. Davis and Simeon

The 
plaintiff's lawyers were Loufs Paquet 
and Simeon Belden, of New Orleans. In 
the month of October, in the year 190i, 
Paquet and Belden joined in a letter to 
Judge Swayne which they addressed tv 
him at the place where he resided when 
mot holding court in his district or else- 
where, viz., Guencourt, in the state of 
Delaware, stating that they had been 
informed that he, the said Charles 
Swayne, had purchased a portion of the 
land in controversy in the said eject- 
ment suit, viz., block 9!, in the Dusiness 
part of the city of Pensacola, and re 
questing him to recuse himself and ar- 
range for some other judge to preside at 
the trial of the case. To this letter no 
answer wag returned by Judge Swayne. 

At the term of court which convened 
at Pensacola in November Judge Swayne 
announced on the Sth of November that 
a relative of his had purchased the land, 
but later in the week he volunteered 
from the bench that the relative was 
his wife, and that she had purchased the 
land with money obtained from her fath- | 
er’s estate. That the bargain had not | 
been concluded for the reason that the | 
owmer, Mr. Edgar, offered a quit claim | 
deed. The evidence shows that the! 
agents of Edgar, with whom  Judse | 
Swayne negotiated the purchase of block | 
91, and also of another lot, wrote him 
stating that Hdgar would not give a gen- 
eral warranty because the land was a 
part of a tract which was in dispute. 
Swayne answered saying that they migut 
drop out block 9! without stating a rea- 
son. The agents had pending in October, 
when the letter to Swayne was written,

The agents had taken Judge Swayne 
over the tract, and had ‘agreed fpon the 
terms and had sold block 9! to him. 

The custom in Judge Swayne’s court 
was to dispose of the criminal calen- 
dar first, and when that was concluded 
the civil list, and set the cases 
for trial at convenient times in the fu- 
ture. The criminal cases were not con- 
cluded at the November, 1901, session 
until about 5 o'clock Saturday night. 
Judge Swayne then took up the civil 
list. upon which the case of florida 
McGuire appeared, and made a further 
statement that the members of his fam- 
ily who had contracted through him for 
block 9! was his wife, and that -she 
was purchasing with money derived from 
her father’s estate. He declined to re- 
cuse himself, and stated that the case 
would be heard on the Monday follow- 
ing unless legal ground for continuance 
was laid. 

The plaintiff's lawyer, Paquet, asked 
that the case should be set down for 
Thursday of the following week, aver- 
ring that it was too late to summon wit- 
nesses that night; that Sunday they 
could not be summoned, and, therefore, 
the case could not be ready on Mon- 
day. This request was refused by Judge 
Swayne, who iInsisted that the case 
should go on on Monday. At about 5:30 
or 6 o’clock the court adjourned. Neither 
Simeon Belden nor E. T. Davis was 
present in court at any time when Judge 
Swayne made announcement concerning 
his connection with the purchase of 
block 91, Belden being il} with facial 
paralysis and confined to his bed at the 
hotel in Pensacola. E. T. Davis was 
mot of counsel in the case and had no 
connection with it up to the time court 
adjourned on Saturday, November 9, at 
6 o'clock. During the evening Paquet 
drew up the necessary papers to com- 
Mmence an action of ejectment in the 
county court of Escambia county, Flor- 
ida, against Judge Swayne for this block 
91, upon the theory that he had con- 
tracted for the land with Edgar, who 
claimed to own It, and who had admit- 
ted that he was in possession and that 
the contract was subsisting between 
them, and that the title of the alleged 
owner could be tried out In the state 
court, where the parties would get 
better justice, Swayne standing in the 
shoes of Edgar. They took the liberty 
of believing, from all the evidence, that 
Judge Swayne was the real purchaser, 
though he had said that the title was 
to be taken by bis wife. 

The papers were taken to Simeon Bel- 
den at his hotel, where he was il], 
and he signed them. FE. T. Davis was 
employed to bring this suit. At the 
same time it was agreed that the suit 
of Florida McGuire in Judge Swayne’s 
court should be dismissed on Monday. 
Davis was engaged to do it, Paquet hav- 
ing been called to New Orleans by sick- 
ness in his family. The suit against 
Judge Swayne was brought that Sat- 
urday night and the process served on 
him. On Monday, at the opening of the 
court, E. T. Davis asked for and ob- 
tained from Judge Swayne an order 
dismissing the suit of Florida McCutlte. 
w. A. Blount, Esq., one 
of the defendants, and also attorney for 
defendants, arose and suggested that 
Paquet and Belden, attorneys for Flori- 
da McGuire, and Davis, who appeared 
to ask for a dismissal of tHe suit, had 
been guilty of contempt of court for 
bringing suit against Judge Swayne in 
the county court of Escambia county. 
This action was in pursuance of a pre- 
vious cenference between Blount and 
Swayne, held before court convened, 
when it was agreed ujon. Judge 
Swayne ordered a rule to show cause 
upon an unsworn statement prepared 
by Blount, which was served on Davis 
and Belden, Paquet being absent. The 
next day (Tuesday) Davis and Belden 
appeared and submitted an answer purg- 
ing themselves of the contempt and 
averring their right, as cOunsel, to bring 
the suit. 

Some testimony was taken to show 
that the suit against Judge Swayne had 
been brought and process served on him 
Saturday night about 8 o'clock; that was 
all. Whereupon, Judge Swayne proceeded 
to adjudge Belden and Davis guilty of the 
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abusive remarks sentenced them to be 
disbarred for the term of two years, to 
pay a fine of $100 each and to undergo an 
imprisonment for the period of ten days 
in the county fail.

The statute conferring power upon the 
court of the United States is as follows: 

The saig courts shal] have power to 
impose and administer all necessary oaths 
and to punish by fine or imprisonment, at 
the discretion of the court, contempts of 
their authority: Provided, That such 
power to punish contempt shall not be 
construed to extend to any case except 
the misbehavior of any person in their 
presence, or so near thereto as to ob- 
struct the administration of justice, the 
misbehaMtor of any of the officers of said 
courts in their official] transactions and 
the disobedience or resistance Dy any 
such officer or by any party, juror, wit- 
ness, or other person to any lawful writ, 
process, order, rule, decree, or command 
of said court. 

Judge Swayne’s Evil Intent. 

The animus and evil intent of a judge 
was manifest by his action and speech. 
So eager was he to punish that he dis- 
barred these lawyers for a term of two 
years. If his amicus curia, Blount, had 
not warned him, that unlawful sentence 
would have remained. His speech when 
imposing sentence !s described by the 
witness, 

Simeon Belden testifies: 

Q. Now I will ask you what was the 
manner of Judge Swayne when he was in- 
flicting this penalty.—A. Well, it was 
gross and offensive; he entered with a 
slanderous attack on the attorneys, 

Q. Very slanderous?—A. Yes. 

Q. Tell what he said.—A. I don’t rece 
ollect his words exactly; it was published 
in the newspapers here. 

Q. It was harsh and offensive?—A. 
Very, indeed. (P. 264-265). 

E. T. Davis, page 284: 

Q. At the time of imposing this sen- 
tence what was Judge Swayne’s manner? 
A. Very abusive. 

Q. Can you state what he said?—A. I 
don't know that I can state it in so many 
words. He called us ignorant, said our 
action was a stench in the nostrils of the 
people, and a good many other things I 
cannot repeat. 

Q. His manner was harsh and abus- 
Extremely so. 

For a constructive or indirect contempt 
it is the law that one charged may purge 
himself, and that he can not thereafter 
be punished. In this case Judge Swayne 
listened to no excuse, He found an evil 
motive for a lawful action without evi- 
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Mhe excessive and unlawful character of 
the sentence and the grossly offensive 
manner in which it was pronounced leave 
no room for doubt that Judge Swayne 
was not animated by a desire to protect 


| the dignity and good order of his court, 
| but to punish what he considered .a per- 


sonal affront to himself. This constitut- 
el an arbitrary, unlawful, and oppres- 
sive abuse’ of his judicial] pawer, and a 
high misdemeanor in office, _ 

Apply these principles to the case in 
hand. Judge Swayne knew that the act 
of -1831 limited the powers of United 
States courts over contempt to the spectul 
cases named .n the act. He knew it, be- 
cause the supreme court of the United 
States has many times decided the very 
point, notably in 19 Walaece, 511, where 
it is sald: é 

The act of 183! {is therefore to them 
(the district courts) the law specifying 
the cases in which summary puntshments 
for contempt may be tnflicted. It limits 
the power of these courts in this respect 
to three classes of cases— 

. Where there has been misbehavior 
of a person in the presence of the court, 
or so near thereto as to obstruct the ad- 
ministration of jfustice: 

2. Where there has been mishehavior of 
any officer of the court tin his official 
transaction, and, 

3. Where there has been dlsobed:ence 
or resistance by any officer. party, jurer. 
witness or other person to any lawfu: 
process, order, rule, decree or command 
of the courts. And thus seen, the power 
of these courts {In the punishment of con- 
temnts can only be exercised to insure 
order and decorum In their presence, to 
secure faithfulness on the part of their 
officers in thefr official transactions, and 
to enforce obedience to their lawful or- 
ders. Judgment and processes. 

Presuming that Judge Swavne knew 
the law he knew that proceeding for a 
contempt not committed in the presence 
of the court muet he founded on an afff- 
davit setting forth the facts and cirenm- 
stances constituting the allered contempt. 
eworn to by the aggrieved party or soma 
other person who witnessed the offenso. 
T’nless such affidavit he presented pro- 
cess wil’ not be eranted. (Rurke wv the 
State. 47 Ind., 539R: Ratchelder v. Moore. 
42 Cal., 412: Rapalje on Contempts, 
p. 122.) 

The most

common and, in the United 
almost universal pract;ce in 
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this matter is to present to the court an 
afflidavit setting forth the facts cir- 
cumstances constituting the alleged con- 
tempt, sworn to by the aggrieved party 
or some other person who witnessed the 
offense. Unless such affidavit be present- 
ed process pill not be granted. (Burke v. 
State, 47 Ind., 528; Re Judson, 3 Blatch., 
U. 8. 148; "Batchelder Vv. Moore, 42 Cal., 

412? Whittem v. State, 36 Ind., 196.) 

Judge Swayne knew that issuing of 
proofs witout fithng the proper affida- 
vit was eYrroneous, and that the error 
ls not cured by a subsequent filing there- 
of. (Wilson v. the Territory, | Wyo., 185; 
Whittem vy. the State, 36 Ind, 196; Mc- 
Connell y. the State, 46 Ind., 298.) 

He knew that in a rule to show cause 
why a person shall not be punished for 
contempt the actual intention of the re- 
Spondent is material, in which respect 
it differs from an indictment for the like 
offense. Therefore, when the respondent 
meets the words of the rule by disavow- 
ing, upon oath, any intention of com- 
mitting in contempt of court the rule 
must be discharged. (63 N. C., 397.) He 
knew that the practice in the courts of 
the United Siate as well as in the state 
courts was: 

If the party purge himself on oath the 
court will pot hear collateral evidence 
for the purpose of impeaching his testi- 
mony and proceeding against him for 
contempt, but if perjury appear the par- 
ty will be recognized to answer. (U. 5S. 
v. Dodee, 3 Gal, 313 Circuit. court U. 
8. Ist circuit, Mass.; in the matter of 
John I. Pitman, |! Curtis, 189, contempt 
proceedings.) 

The master did not treat the answer of 
the clerk as evidence. This was errone- 
ous, as will plainly apppear when we 
consider what this proceeding is. * * * 

Now, one of the most important privi- 
Jeges accorded by the law ta one pro- 
ceelled against as for a contempt is the 
right to purge himself if he can by his 
own oath. So rigid is the common law 
as to this that it does not allow the 
sworn answers of the respondent to be 
controverted as to the matter of fact 
by any other evidence. U(. 8. v. Dodge, 
2 Gall, 313.) 

The rule was the same at common law: 

If any party can clear himself upon 
his oath he 1s discharged. (4 Bl. Com., 
286, 287: Burke v. the State, 214 Ind., 
528.) 

When the answer to a rule to show 
cause whyodne should not be attached 
for contempt negatives under oath any 
intentional disrespect to the court of pur- 
pose to obstruct its process the rule 
should be discharged. (In re Wilson 
Walker, 82 N. ¢., 98.) 

Knowing the law, Sudge Swayne issued 
a rule to show cause why Davis and Bel- 
den should not be committed for contempt 
upon an unsworn statement of Mr. W. A. 
Blount. He put upon the record another 
atatement of his own presumptively a8 
evidence or as a justification of his act— 
an unsworn statement of alleged facts, 
some of which were true and some un- 


true. 
Hoskins Case. 

Third—The case of W. H. Hoskins fs 
one of peculiar hardship. This man 
was advanced in years and was unable 
to read or write. He was engaged in 
the business of producing turpentine, 
growing cotton, and general merchandis- 
ing. He had accumutated property worth 
about $40,000 and owed debts awount- 
ing to abont $10,000. A part of this 
indebtedness was of the firm of Hos- 
kins & Hilton, of which he bad been a 
partner. He had sold out his interest 
in the firm under an agreement th the 
purchaser would pay the indebtedness 
of the firm. This agreemnt was not 
kept, and some _ suits were broUght 
against Hoskins, {n which he was de- 
fended by a lawyer named J. N. Cal- 
houn, on the ground that the suit 
should have been brought against the 
person who had agreed to pay the debts. 
Of course, the defense failed, and Hos- 
kins paid. 

Cathoun, as receiver, sent a man named 
Richardson to seize Hoskins’ books of 
account at one of his branch stores. He 
found a book beloaging to the firm of 
Hoskins & Bro., which had been left 
there for a bookkeeper to make up. On 
his return he met C. H. Hoskins, a son 
oa ae, 2 bier elgg one of the firm of 
Hoskins & Bro., who demanded the book, 
Stating that it did not bebong to his 
father and contained nothing pertaining 
to his business. Richardson refused to 
Zive at up; a fight ensued, and young 
Hoskins took the book by force. The 
next step of the conspirators wag to 
commence proceedings for contempt of 
court against young Hoskins. The mo- 
tive is fully explained by a letter from 
Boone to Tunison. 

(Robt. J. Boone, attorney and counselor.) 

Marianna, Fla.,, March 13, 1902. 

Gentlemen: In re W. H. Hoskins, invol- 
untary bankruptcy. 

I beg to inclose you herewith another 
claim to be added to the amended peti- 
tion, to the amount of $200, which you 
will please have the court to include. I 
have just received telegram from Cal- 
houn stating that the petition had not 
yet arrived. I have wired for same three 
times in the last two days and trust 
same will reach you tonight. This addi- 
tional claim of $200 is a stunner te them 
I presume. 

I trust you all w.ll be able to handle 
the matter ail right. IT feel sure that we 
have them coming our way now, and if 
we can have C. D. Hoskins attached for 
contempt it will break the old man down 
sure. 

Please advise me in the premises as 
early as possible and oblige,

Swayne Refuses to Proceed. 

W. H. Hoskins, finding that he was 
not allowed to pay everything, averred 
his solvency, and demanded a trial on 
that question. Judge Swayne refused to 
proceed with the case until the book 
taken by young Hoskins was produced. 

W. H. Hoskin was present in court 


rOr tié firm o: TrosKins & Bras., 


with his counsel and offered testimony 


of several disinterested persons who 
knew the facts that the books to which 
Judge Swayne alluded had been taken 
by one C. D. Hoskins, to whom, as one 
they be- 
longed; that W. H. Hoskins, the alleged 
bankrupt, had no interest in said firm; 
that the said books were not in the pos- 
session of W. H. Hoskins or under his 
control; that they contained no written 
items or accounts of any business trans- 
acted of any kind connected with the 
business of W. H. Hoskins, or of any 
firm of which he was ever a member, 
and that he had nothing whatever to do 
with the taking or any knowledge of 
their whereabouts. 

Notwithstanding, the said Charles 
Swayne, in the absence of any evidence 
to the contrary, save an affidavit of one 
Calhoun, who had never seen the books, 
but swore he believed they contained 
something of !mportance in the case, re- 
fused to proceed with the case, stating 
that he “‘‘would not Télieve the evidence 
offered if sworn to by his brother,’’ and 
continued the héaring of the same with- 
out day, to the great injury of the said 
W. H. Hoskins. 

Young Hoskins had been hiding out to 
escape arrest, of which he was so fear- 
ful that he said he would rather die than 
go to jail. His unble, one Rhodus, went 
to Tunison, who had instituted the con- 
tempt proceeding, and paid him $50 and 
agreed to give $50 more if Tunison 
would intercede with Judge Swayne to 
let young Hoskins off with a fine with- 
out imprisonment. Tunison took the 
money, but Swayne insisted upon going 
on with this case against young Hos- 
KTnis, Who fMhany put an end to Swayne’s 
persecution by taking his own life. 

W. H. Hoskins, despairing of getting 
justice or a hearing, paid the creditors in 
full and such costs as Calhoun de- 
manded. 

O’Neal Case. 

Fourth—The facts in the case of W& C. 
O'Neal are as follows: 

One Greenhut had been appointed trus- 
tee in bankruptcy of one Scarritt Moreno. 
Greenhut brought an action in the county 
court of Escambia county for the pur- 
pose of having certain land, tne title tu 
which was in the bankrupt's’ wife, 
brought into the bankrupt’s estate, and 
also to retteve the said land of a certain 
mortgage of $13,000, which appeared to 
be a lien upon it, which had been given 
the National Bang of Pensacola and by 
them assigned to the bank. Greenhut 
was a ditector and 0’ Neal was president 
Greenhut -was also indorser on Moreno’s 
paper in the bank for $1,500. 

On the 20th day of October O’Neal was 
passing along the street in front of 
Greenhut’s store. Greenhut was fin con- 
versation with another man. O'Neal 
spoke to him and said when he was at 
leisure he wished to speak with him. 
Greenhut said he could speak at once and 
invited him to enter his store. O'Neal 
reproved Greenhut for including the bank 
in the suit which he had brought. He 
stated to Greenhut that he, Greenhut, was 
aware of the fact that the $13,000 mort- 
gage was genuine; that the bank had 
advanced the money and had parted with 
it for a valuable consideration; also that 
he, Greenhut, had often promised to pay 
the indorsed paper upon which he was 
liable to the bank, but had not done so. 
But words passed, when O’Neal passed 
out of the store, followed by Greenhut 
to the sidewalk, where an affray occurred 
in which Greenhut was stabbed by O’ Neal 
with a pocketknife and seriously injured. 
O’Neal swore that Greenhut assaultea 
him, and that, being a much weaker 
man physically, he defended himself with 
a small pocketknu£e. 

A proceeding for contempt of the dis- 
trict court of the United States was 
commenced, in which B. C. Tunison ap- 
peared for the receiver, Greenhut. 

Sentenced O’Neal Wrongfully. 

Judge Swayne sentenced O'Neal te be 
imprisoned in the county jail for a period 
of s®&ty days. 

The act of congress defining the power 
of the United States courts to punish con- 
tempt is as follows: 

The said courts shall have the power 
to impose and administer all neceSsary 
oaths and to punish by fine or imprison- 
ment, at the discretion of the court, con- 
tempt of their authority: Provided, 
That such power to punish contempt 
shall not be construed to extend to any 
cases except the misbehavior of any per- 
s0n in their presence or 8o near thereto 
as to obstruct the administration of jus- 
tice, the misbehavior of any of the offic- 
ers of said court in their official transac- 
tions, and the disobedience or resistance 
by any such officer or by any party, 
juror, witness, or other person to any 
jawful writ, process, order, rule, decree, 
or command of the said court. 

Manifestly the case of O’Neal was not 
within the act. The offense was not com- 
mitted, 

(a) In the presence of the court. 

(b) Or so near thereto as to obstruct 
the administration of justice. 

(c) It was not a misbehavior of an of- 
ficer of the court in an official transac- 
tion, 

(d) Wes not resistance of any lawful 
act, order, rule, decree, or command of 
Said court by any person. 


Tunison Case. 

Fifth. The evidence established the fact 
that Judge Swayne reappointed B. C. 
Tunison commissioner of the United 
States after a trial] in his court In whch 
Tunison, as prosecutor, ha@ been success- 
fully impeached as a witness. 

The evidence also establishes that the 
members of the bar at Pensacola, Fia., 
and elsewhere in the district, and suitors 
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British Premier Wouldn't Listen 
to Churchill's Speech, 


Premier Was Followed by All the 
Unionists Save Ten—Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman Makes 
Sharp Attack on the 
Government. 


London, March 29.—The usual motion 
providing for the adjournment of the 
house of commons over the Easter holi- 
days gave the liberal leader, Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman, an opportunity to 
make a spirited attack on the govern- 
ment. He caustically criticised in detail 
the whole policy of the ministry, which 
he declared, except in the matter of 
Chinese labor, was marked by “indeci- 
clon, confusion and vacillation, a tortuous 
course and 2a misty atmosphere.” 

Sir Henry added that he did not think 
it was in accordance with the spirit of 
the eonstitution that Premier Balfour 
should retain power when the country 


had shown at every opportunity afforded : 


it that he no longer enjoyed its favor. 
Mr. Balfour, replying, said he noted 
the anxiety of the liberal leader that he 
should resign, but he was quite unable to 
see why the government should take the 
unprecedented course of resigning office 
while it retained the confidence of the 
house. He agreed with Lord Rosebery 
that the country should not be rushed in 
regard to the fiscal question and pointed 
out that the government majority even 
now was larger than the majority with 
Which Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman 
assumed office in order to carry home 
rule. There was no reason why the cour- 
age of the unionists should be less than 
that of the liberals, nor why the union- 
ists should relinquish their task though 
faint-heartedness should be shown in 


some directions. Sir Henry could settle 


the question of the government’s resigna- 
tion or not by a vote of censure. 

Mr. Balfour concluded with declaring 
that the government’s fiscal policy was 
that of real, progressive free trade. 

When Winston Spencer Churchill, con- 
Servative, rose and pressed Mr. Balfour 
for a further explanation of the govern- 
ment’s fiscal policy, saying the vacilla- 
tion of the government had caused him 
to become one of its opponents instead 
of one of its supporters, the premier and 
all the unionists except ten trooped out 
of the house. The incident led to pro- 
tests on the part of other members 
against the discourtesy shown Mr. 
Churchill.

Bombay, March 29.—The latest avail- 
able bubonic plague returns from the in- 
terior of India for the week ending 
Match 19, show the appalling mortality 
of 40,527, an increase of 7,000 over 
those of the preceding week. In the 
Punjab and the northwest provinces 
each there is a death roll of 10,000 week- 
ly, in the Bombay presidency the deaths 
number 8,500 and in Bengal 5,000. 


GEORGIA PEACH 
SAFE FROM COLD 


— * 


Fort Valley Growers Predict 
Bumper Crop This 
Year, 


Fort Valley, Ga., March 29.—(Spectfal.)— 
The present cold spell, coming at a time 
when the peaches are least able to with- 
Stang the frost, has caused the peach 
growers in this section to be exceedingly 
fearful as to the final results on the 
crop. 

Last night was thought to be the cru- 
cial test, and everybody is feeling good 
this morning over the fact that expe- 
rienced peach men state that the crop 
suffered no practical injury from the 
cold last night. 

Quite @ number of peach men commu- 
nicated from time to time, on yester- 
day afternoon and last night, with Ob- 
server Weeks, of Macon, to be advised 
in regard to the weather, and from the 
information furnished them, a few of 
the largest growers built fires over their 
orchards with a view of protecting them 
from the cold. It is thought there was 
some slight frost last night In exposed 
places, and possibly some few of the 
buds were killed, but it is practically 
certain that the size of the crop has not 
yet been affected, as there are still on 
the trees a sufficient number of unin- 
jured buds to make one of the largest 
crops within the history of the peach in- 
dustry in thé state 

A. J. Evans, who is the owner of 45,000 
trees in prime condition, states that he 
has made a careful examination of the 
little peaches, and he finds they show 
no signs of injury whatever from the 
cold. He says they cling firmly to the 
tree, and look hardy and healthy. His 
prospects thus far promise him a net 
profit of something like $20,000 from this 
year’s crop. 

Lewis Jones, one of the hest postea 
peach men in this section of the state, 
reports no frost last night so far as he 
could discover and is of the opinion 
that the fruit !s uninjured. 

Dr. W. C. Wright was in his orchard 
early this morning and spent the half 
day examining the buds and small 
peaches, and states that the crop has 
not been injured at all. Dr. Wright !s 
probably the largest individual grower in 
the state of Georgia. He owns 1,630 
acres of land, about 900 acres of which 
is in peach orchard. He has approxi- 
mately 150,000 trees and values his crap 
this year between $50,000 and $75,000. 

Louis L. Brown, who owns 24,000 trees, 
states that his orchard has not been hurt. 
He is counting on a large yield. All the 


peach growers agree on the fact that 
} there are more buds and little peaches by 
| far on the trees this year than have been 
| Since the year 1898, which was a record- 
| breaking peach year. About 1,000 cars 
were shipped from this point that year, 
It is probable 2,000 cars will be loaded 
and shipped from Fort Valley alone this 
year, which would be worth approxi- 
mately $1,000,000.

HOWELL 1S BACK 


FROM ST. LOUIS 


Makes Change in Plans for 
the Atlanta Building, 


Structure as First Prepared Would 
Have Cost $21,500 and Mayor 
Howell Consented to Erec- 
tion of Building to 
Cost $17j000. 


~— 


Mayor Evan P. Howell returned to At- 
lanta yesterday afternoon from St. Louis, 
where he went for the purpose of investi- 
gating the cause of the delay in letting 
the contract for the Atlanta building in 
the Model City of the Louislana Purchase 
exposition. 

Mayor Howell has straightened out mat. 
ters censiderably and after a conference 
which he will have this morning with 
Atlanta parties who are interested in 
the building he will be able to make a 
definite statement regarding the inten- 
tions of the municipality. 

As is well known Atlanta raised $10,000 
for the building of the Model City and did 
so with the understanding that the expo- 
sition company would pay the difference 
between the $10,000 and the cost of the 
building. It was known from the start 
that the structure would cost more than 
$10,000 

The amount wag raised by the munict- 
pal government appropriating $5,000, the 
Atlanta Terminal Company, which is 
erecting a new passenger station in At- 
lanta, giving $2,500 and the remaining 
$2,500 being subscribed by citizens of At- 
lanta. 


After the exposition company had been: 


notified that Atlanta was ready to pay 
out this amount upon proper requisitions 
there occurred some delay in the matter 
of awarding the contract for the Atlanta 
buliding in the Model City. 

Because the Atlanta building is to be 
the depot of the Model City and is ‘to 
be not only the entrance to the court that 
will be faced by the buildings of other 
cities but the entrance to the exposieion 
itself, considerable anxiety was felt in 
Atlanta regarding the outcome of the 
movement, 

To Reduce the Size. 

It was found to be impossible to con- 
duct a satisfactory correspondence re- 
garding the matter, and for that reason 
Mayor Howell, during the latter part of 
last week, went to St. Louis for the pur- 
pose of personally conferring with Presi. 
dent David Francis, of the exposition 
ocmpany. Mayor howell learned that the 
exposition company had advertised for 
bids for the Atlanta building. The re- 
sults were not at all satisfactory, as the 
lowest bid was $21,500 for the structure. 

After conferring with the direciors of 
the exposition company Mayor Hofvell 
agreed to reduge the size of the Atlanta 
building from 110 to 90 feet. The di- 
rectors are of the opinion that such a 
Structure can be erected for about $17,- 
000. 

It is regarding this proposed change in 
the plans that Mayor Howell wil} this 
morning consult with the officials of the 
Atlanta Terminal Company and others in 
Atlanta who are interested in the At- 
lanta building at St. Louis. The resuit 
of the conference will be knOwn during 
the afternoon, and will be awaited wiin 
considerable eagerness by those who are 
anxious for Atlanta to have a building 
in the Mode] City of the exposition.

PEONAGE CASE 
TO HIGH COURT 


Claimed That Federal Law 
Was Enacted for Special 
Purpose, 


New Orleans, March 29.—The peonage 
case of the United States v. Clyatt was 
certified to the United States supreme 
court today by Judges Sheilty, Maxey and 
Jones, of the circuit court of appeals, sit- 
ting in this city. 

The case goes up for instructions and 
an interpretation of section 6526 of the 
federal peonage statutes. 

The case was appealed from Florida, 
where Clyatt got four years for return- 
ing two negroes to a condition of peon- 
age. They were taken out of the state of 
Georgia and put to work in Florida. It 
was urged in his behalf in the local court 
that the peonage statutes were enacted 
for and intended to apply only to a sys- 
tem of peonage existing at the time of the 
enactment in the state of New Mexico. 

No proof, it Was maintained, was made 
in Clyatt’s case that such a system Ob- 
tained in either Florida or Georgia or 
that if it did exist, there was any pro- 
hibitive regulation in force.
